Campaigners call for re-think over maternity unit downgrade 


FINAL PLEA TO 
SAVE HORTON 


CAMPAIGNERS have sent a fi¬ 
nal plea to a health body before it 
makes a decision over the fate of 
the Horton General Hospital. 

Members of Keep the Horton Gen¬ 
eral Campaign Group (KHCG) hope to 
persuade health chiefs at Oxfordshire 
Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG) 
to re-think the downgrade of maternity 
services at the Banbury hospital before 
its decision on August 10. 

Since October, the Horton has run a 
midwifery-led unit due to a lack of doc¬ 
tors, with ‘high-risk’ pregnant women 
and those who face complications in 
birth taken to the John Radcliffe Hospi¬ 
tal in Oxford. 

Chairman of KHCG Keith Strangwood 
wrote: “We request the downgrade plan 
be abandoned and that the Horton be 
maintained as a fully functioning dis¬ 
trict general hospital. 

“In terms of consultant-led obstetrics 
we ask the CCG to seriously question 
the willingness of the OUH to find a so¬ 
lution to the shortage of obstetricians. 

“Trainee obstetricians can apparently 
spend 20 per cent of their working time 
away from their designated training 
hospital and this would allow for each

of the trainees currently working at the 
John Radcliffe Hospital to work two ses¬ 
sions per week at the Horton.” 

Banbury MP Victoria Prentis echoed 
these views and said the fate of the hos¬ 
pital had made the last year ‘extremely 
difficult’ for everyone in north Oxford¬ 
shire. 

She said: “My concerns about both the 
process and content of the proposals 
remain. 

“More than 10,000 people responded 
to the consultation. Their views must 
be taken into account before any final 
decisions are made. 

“Last week I wrote to each member 
of the CCG board to make this clear, 
and specifically urged them to pause 
any decision on the future of the 
Horton’s maternity service until all 
recruitment ideas have been exhaust¬ 
ed.” 

Mrs Prentis added that patient safe¬ 
ty was of paramount importance and 
should be at the forefront of every¬ 
one’s minds. 
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She said: “We must also ensure that 
decisions made in this first phase do 
not have an adverse impact on the fu¬ 
ture provision of acute services at the 
Horton General Hospital. 

“We cannot ignore the potential dom¬ 
ino effect. 

“The people of North Oxfordshire and 
the surrounding areas must have ac¬ 
cess to care that is safe, kind and close 
to home.” 

The CCG will also make a decision on 
closing 200 acute hospital beds and cen¬ 
tralising stroke and critical care at the 
August 10 meeting.

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Bin collection changes to 
cope with spurt in growth

ALMOST 33,000 households in 
Banbury and across North Ox¬ 
fordshire are to be affected by 
bin collection changes. 

New bin collection dates began on 
Tuesday and are being fully rolled 
out in the coming days by Cherwell 
District Council for about half of 
all households in the district. 

Most of the affected homes are in 
Banbury, Bicester and Kidlington 
and postcards have been dropped 
through the front doors of homes 
that will see their collection day 
change. 

Debbie Pickford, Cherwell Dis¬ 
trict Council’s lead member for 
clean and green, said: “Growth in 
the area has been the driving force 
behind this change. 

“With more houses being built, 
and an increase in the number of 
residents, we have had to stream¬ 
line our waste and recycling collec¬ 
tion services. 

“We want collections to be as ef¬ 
ficient and effective as possible for 
our residents, so along with the 
planned changes, an extra round is 
also being introduced”. 

The frequency with which bins 
are collected, along with their col¬ 


our coding, will stay the same. 

Ms Pickford added that there were 
simply not enough staff to cope with 
the number of bins that need to be 
collected each week, which was a 
driving force behind the change. 

She said: “Each week, 15 crews 
made up of three people each col¬ 
lect more than 100,000 bins across 
the district. 

“This means that, on average, 
each crew serves about 1,500 houses 
per day 

“The crew is made up of just one 
driver and two loaders, and between 
them they collect an average of 
4,720 tonnes of waste each month.” 

Banbury town councillor, Tina 
Wren, said she was pleased Cher¬ 
well District Council was ‘keeping 
on top of things’ but did not think 
improved bin collection was a prior¬ 
ity for the area. 

She said: “I live in a quiet cul-de- 
sac so my neighbours and I have not 
experienced any issues with over¬ 
flowing bins or poor bin collection. 

“I do know people even further out 
and I am not aware of any problems 
they have experienced with bin col¬ 
lection. 

“However, it is always reassuring 
to hear that it’s all under control.”

A VIBRANT street party will 
see Banbury come alive with 
colour, music and an array food 
as part of the Summer Fiesta. 

The streets and lanes of the Old 
Town will play host to dancing, a 
fancy dress competition and street 
entertainers as part of the annual 
festival. 

Barry Whitehouse, who is a mem¬ 
ber of the Old Town Association, 
said the Old Town Summer Fiesta 
and Street Organ Festival was set to 
transport visitors to the Mardi Gras 
carnival. 

He said: “Everything is still being 
finalised but we’re expecting there 
to be a proper carnival atmosphere, 
with stilt walkers and amazing mu¬ 
sic.”

Victorian books reunited with descendants of original owners 



A BANBURY collector has reunited 
two 19th century schoolbooks with 
the family of their Victorian owners 
following a more than 30 year 
search. 

Lesley Handley, 64, was browsing a 
bookstall in Finlere, 
Buckinghamshire, in the early 1980s 
when she came across the pair of 
geography volumes, dated to 1881. 

She was fascinated by the delicate 
pencil drawings and homework 
exercises within the pages, which 
were inscribed with the names Ada, 
Lucy, Ethel and Lily Dobel. 

She said: "We have enjoyed the 
books and have kept them in good 
condition, but always wanted to 
locate the descendants because 
these books shed a lovely light on 
the personal lives of the girls at that 
time. I've never felt as though they 
were mine, it was as if I was just a 
custodian until I could return them to 
their rightful owner. 

"I know it sounds silly, but I used to 
speak to the drawing of the four little 
girls and tell them, 'there must be 
somebody out there you belong to'." 

Ms Handley scoured census records 
for decades to try to find the family 
but was only able to discover the 
girls' father was a vicar. 

She was inspired to seek outside 
help after watching an episode of 
BBC's Heir Hunters, in which Finders 
International, a specialist probate 
genealogist firm based in London, 
Edinburgh and Dublin, track down 
the distant relatives of those who 
have died without a will. 

She said: "I called them up and they 
agreed to take on the case. 

"It took them just one day to find a 
living relative, I couldn't believe it. 

"Since then they've found three." 

Finders founder Danny Curran and 


his team of researchers located 
descendants of Lucy Dobel, one of 
the little girls from the books. 

Enid Margaret, the daughter of 
Lucy, was born in Lewisham, first 
married Thomas Maddock in 
Aylesbury, Buckinghamshire, and 
married her second husband Brian H 
Newton in 1948 in Hertfordshire. 

Ms Handley travelled to meet 


David Newton, Lucy Dobel's 
grandson, to present the volumes to 
the family in Tring, Hertfordshire, on 
Tuesday. 

Mr Newton remembered his 
grandmother fondly and said: "My 
earliest memory of 'Gan' was of a 
friendly lady in a dark blue dress 
sitting by her fireside with two cats 
asleep upon her. 


"This would be when I was about 
six or seven years old. 

"She was of a comfortable granny 
shape. I was in the lucky position of 
having a granny living on either side 
of us, so I would doubtless have been 
very spoilt. 

"Gan did not drive when I knew 
her, but went everywhere on her 
tricycle. 

"It was possibly a former baker's 
bike as it had two large wheels on 
the front. 

"Her eyesight was not very good 
towards the end, so she used to 
navigate by riding on the white line 
in the middle of the road. 

"There was less traffic in those 
days." 

Ms Handley said: "I've always been 
fascinated by books and the 
messages people leave inside them. I 
don't think those four little girls 
would ever have imagined that all 
these years later their drawings 
would be used in this way. 

"Hopefully now the books can be 
passed on to the next generation and 
stay in the family." 



MP blocks posts 
after increase in 
Facebook abuse

A SURGE in online abuse 
has forced Banbury’s MP to 
remove all comments from 
her public Facebook page. 

Conservative MP Victoria 
Prentis, who was re-elected in 
the General Election in June, 
said the poll had brought out 
‘the best and the worst’ in peo¬ 
ple. 

In a statement, she said: “It 
was a passionately fought cam¬ 
paign for all involved. 

“But unfortunately a number 
of us, myself included, were 
subjected to some extremely 
worrying and upsetting abuse. 

“Since then, it has only got 
worse. 

“The number of offensive on¬ 
line remarks peaked at the end 
of July, prompting me to make 
the decision to remove all com¬ 
ments, both supportive and neg¬ 
ative, from my Facebook page 
for the time being.” 

Last month Theresa May 
launched an investigation into 
‘horrific’ abuse suffered by can¬ 
didates from across the political

spectrum in the run-up to the 
June 8 election. 

Mrs Prentis added: “High- 
level discussions about the best 
way forward are in progress, 
and I will be making my views 
known. 

“Everyone should have the op¬ 
portunity to express their views 
but there is absolutely no place 
in our democracy for the abuse 
we have seen.” 

Constituents can raise issues 
with Mrs Prentis during her 
regular pub tours and surgeries 


in Banbury and Bicester. 

John Howson, who was the 
Liberal Democrat candidate for 
Banbury at the General Elec¬ 
tion, said he thought the abuse 
was ‘shocking and disgusting’. 

He said: “It is appalling that 
some people think they can treat 
people in such a manner. 

“Unfortunately, social media 
means that it is possible for any¬ 
one to abuse anyone and really a 
message needs to be send out by 
the police that there is a limit on 
what people can say. 

“People think they can say 
whatever they want when 
they’re behind a screen.” 

Mr Howson, who did not re¬ 
ceive any abuse, said he thought 
that free comment should still 
be maintained despite the level 
of abuse. 

He said: “While what has hap¬ 
pened is absolutely awful, as a 
Liberal Democrat, I do think 
that free comment should be en¬ 
couraged. 

“But people should be held 
to the standards of reasonable 
comment to prevent this abuse.”

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Drug dealer who 
was caught after 
car chase jailed

A DRUG dealer who hurtled 
into pavement railings after 
attempting to dodge police 
in a high-speed car chase has 
been locked up. 

Father-to-be Qais Ahmed ‘be¬ 
came nervous’ and drove away 
with £300-worth of drugs in his 
car when police spotted him 
speeding. 

The learner driver told officers 
he ‘knew nothing’ about the 17g 
of cannabis uncovered but later 
confessed it was his stash. 

Sentencing at Oxford Crown 
Court on Monday, Judge Ian 
Pringle QC jailed Ahmed for two 
years and handed him a three- 
year driving ban. 

Officers were on patrol on the 
A422 Warwick Road when they 
spotted Ahmed racing towards a 
roundabout in Ruscote Avenue, 
Banbury, at about 2am. 

They switched on their lights, 
hoping Ahmed would come to a 


stop, but he accelerated away in 
his Citroen Saxo, prosecutor Mi¬ 
chael Williams said. 

He zoomed along residential 
roads, flouting limits and reach¬ 
ing speeds of up to 60mph as he 
‘weaved’ between the carriage¬ 
ways. 

Ahmed clipped a grass bank 
when he manoeuvred a turning, 
mounting the green area soon 
after as a large lorry headed to¬ 
wards him. 

He drove along the greenery 
and across a pavement at about 
20mph before rejoining the car¬ 
riageway, the court heard. 

The chase took Ahmed back to 
the Ruscote Avenue roundabout, 
where other officers waited to 
bring an end to his speeding 
frenzy 

The criminal, who must pay 
a victim surcharge, lost control 
as he came closer to the rounda¬ 
bout, smashing into the railings 
as he tried to drive away 

Police discovered a Nike shoul¬ 
der bag stuffed with 15 small 
bags of cannabis, a set of elec¬ 
tronic scales and other bags 
used for drug dealing. 


Three mobile phones spotted 
on the passenger seat of the car 
revealed text messages showing 
Ahmed had been dishing out 
drugs, the prosecutor disclosed. 

Defence barrister David Bur¬ 
gess said ‘nearly all’ of Ahmed’s 
previous convictions were relat¬ 
ed to class B drugs, which he had 
dabbled in for ‘some time’. 

The criminal has been left ‘par¬ 
ticularly saddened’ by news of 
his grandfather’s death earlier 
this month, the barrister went 
on to say 

Mr Burgess told the court 
Ahmed is hoping to steer clear 
of drugs after hearing his girl¬ 
friend, who looked on from the 
public gallery, is pregnant. 

Ahmed, of Queensway, Furze 
Platt, Maidenhead, admitted 
possession of cannabis, a class B 
drug, with intent to supply, and 
dangerous driving on March 18. 

He also admitted failing to stop 
a motor vehicle when required 
to do so by a constable or traffic 
warden, driving otherwise than 
in accordance with a licence and 
driving without third party in¬ 
surance.

WE ALL take in information in slightly differ¬ 
ent ways. And knowing how different people 
learn is the key to effective training. For train¬ 
ers and HR pros, ensuring different learners 
are catered for is essential to make sure every¬ 
one gets the most out of any training session. 

Auditory learners need to hear something 
to fully understand it and often struggle with 
written instructions. Vary your tone when 
speaking to them keep listeners engaged.

Ensure they sit close 
to the front where they can clearly see you and 
the screen. Use interesting visual aids to illus¬ 


trate what you’re saying.Tactile learners like 
to be hands on and learn best when physically 
carrying out an activity, instead of simply lis¬ 
tening to or watching others. 

Use role play as a teaching tool to get the 
training group fully engaged. Pass around 
models and real objects to participants and let 
them examine them up close. 

Tactile learners don’t like to sit motionless 
for long periods of time, so have frequent 
movement breaks. Of course, any training 
group is going to have a mixture of different 
types of learners. 

So use all these tips to mix it up a little to en¬ 
sure everyone is getting something from the 
session. The more approaches you can use, 
the better.

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Triumph against adversity 


MAUDIE (12A, 116 mins) Drama/ 
Romance. Sally Hawkins, Ethan 
Hawke, Kari Matchett, Zachary 
Bennett, Gabrielle Rose. Director: 
Aisling Walsh. 

Director Aisling Walsh's moving 
drama paints a dignified portrait 
of Canadian folk artist Maud 
Lewis, who weathered agonising 
rheumatoid arthritis as she shared 
her vision of the world in brightly 
coloured paintings. 

Filmed on location in Ireland and 
Newfoundland, Maudie is an inspi¬ 
rational story of triumph against 
adversity, celebrating the endur¬ 
ance of one indefatigable human 
spirit in a bitterly cold, tumbledown 
shack at the mercy of the elements. 
Sally Hawkins, Oscar-nominated 
for her supporting turn in Blue 
Jasmine, is extraordinary in the 
demanding title role. 

It's a transformative performance 
reminiscent of Daniel Day-Lewis' 
stellar work in My Left Foot, captur¬ 
ing Lewis' dignity and determina¬ 
tion as her physical state dete¬ 
riorates: an increasingly stooped 
posture, unsteadiness on her feet, 
unresponsive fingers twisted into a 
gnarled claw. 

The pain that ripples through her 
body is palpable in each shuffle but 
Hawkins never resorts to grand- 
standing or shameless emotional 
manipulation to earn our unswerv¬ 
ing admiration and empathy. 

When the Oscar nominations are 
announced early next year, it will 
be a travesty if she isn't among the 
five names in the hotly contested 
race for Best Actress In A Leading 
Role. 

Maud Dowley (Hawkins) lives in 
1930s Nova Scotia with her Aunt 
Ida (Gabrielle Rose) and brother 
Charles (Zachary Bennett), who 
believes his sister is helpless and 
completely at the mercy of her 
arthritis. 

She determines to prove them 
both wrong by taking a position 
as a housekeeper for a local man. 


Everett Lewis (Ethan Hawke), who 
peddles fish in a large wheelbarrow 
and lives in a wooden shack on the 
edge of town. 

"You can't take care of yourself let 
alone a house!" scoffs Charles. 
Unperturbed, Maud cooks and 
scrubs through her physical pain, 
and daubs "a happy little chicken" 
and flowers on the shack's walls to 
brighten up her new home. 

She also adorns cards with her 
primitive depictions of the natural 
world and a local woman, Sandra 
(Kari Matchett), commissions a full- 
size painting. 

Maud's art gains attention in the 
media and Everett allows her to 
transform the shack into a make¬ 
shift studio, where passers-by can 
purchase her work. 

"I don't know why people pay for 
these," snipes one shopkeeper. "My 
five year-old could do better." 

Love blossoms between Maud and 
her gruff employer while Nova 
Scotia freezes. 

Maudie rests almost entirely on 
Hawkins' hunched shoulders and 
she carries the picture through its 
occasional lulls. 

Hawke is solid support and there is 
an endearingly awkward rapport 
between the couple. 

"We're like a pair of odd socks," 
Maud observes tenderly. 

The script gifts the two actors some 
incredibly touching scenes including 
an outpouring of emotion about 
the death of Maud's baby daughter 
that is played with heart-rending 
restraint. 

Sometimes, films of few words are 
the best films.

VALERIAN AND THE CITY OF A 
THOUSAND PLANETS (12A, 137 
mins) Sci-Fi/Action/Adventure/Fan- 
tasy/Romance.

In 1997, French writer-director Luc 


Besson wowed Hollywood with his 
flashy sci-fi epic The Fifth Element 
starring Milla Jovovich and Bruce 
Willis. 

Audiences reacted more favour¬ 
ably than some critics and the most 
expensive European film of the 
decade made a tidy profit at the 
box office. 

Ever since, Besson has been dream¬ 
ing of the day that digital effects 
technology will allow him to realise 
Pierre Christin and Jean-Claude 
Mezieres' comic series Valerian And 
Laureline on the big screen. 

The 20-year wait is over. 

Armed with a reported budget of 
around 200 million US dollars, the 
charismatic filmmaker delivers a rip¬ 
roaring spectacle that assaults the 
eyes but seldom touches the heart. 
Valerian And The City Of A 
Thousand Planets brazenly melds 
elements of Star Wars and Avatar 
to explore the destruction of other¬ 
worldly races in the 28th century. 

It's evident that this is the opening 
salvo of a potential franchise but 
it's hard to see further adventures 
for these poorly sketched char¬ 
acters when on-screen chemistry 
between leads Dane DeHaan and 
Cara Delevingne is inert and plot¬ 
ting is so haphazard. 

An eye-catching supporting role for 
pop star Rihanna as a shape-shift¬ 
ing pole dancer is a pleasing distrac¬ 
tion but completely superfluous to 
the rambling narrative that loudly 
bangs a drum for tolerance and 
understanding in a time of conflict 
and racial tension. 

The special effects-laden romp 
centres on gung-ho time-travelling 
agent Major Valerian (DeHaan) and 
his sassy partner. Sergeant Laure¬ 
line (Delevingne). 

The bickering lovebirds are enlisted 
to steal a rare creature known as a 
Converter, which can replicate any¬ 
thing it swallows, from the clutches 
of space pirate Igon Siruss (voiced 
by John Goodman).

Cake Bookworm 


Tin Man by Sarah Winman is pub¬ 
lished in hardback by Tinder Press,

Actress and writer Sarah Win- 
man's third novel Tin Man is a 
heart-breaking story about love, 
loss and grief. Ellis and Michael 
are best friends, both growing up 
without their mothers in Oxford in 
the 1970s. The pair share a love of 
cycling and travel, and on a trip to 
France, their relationship becomes 
physical. A few years later, Annie 
enters the picture, with the trio 
soon becoming inseparable. But 
then Michael moves to London and 
disappears from Ellis and Annie's 
lives. Years pass, and in 1996 the 
reader encounters a withdrawn 
Ellis living on his own and work¬ 
ing nights at a car factory. The 
devastating events of the interven¬ 
ing years slowly come to light as 
Winman skilfully moves between 
characters and decades. This book 
is all emotion, and unashamedly so, 
exploring themes such as the exu¬ 
berance of youth and the despera¬ 
tion of unrequited love - and what 
lingers at the end is an overwhelm¬ 
ing sense of sadness. Tin Man may 
be a short novel, at just 195 pages, 
but it packs an enormous punch.

This psychological thriller grips you 
right from the tag-line - "Maria 
Weston wants to be friends on 
Facebook.

Flipping 
between the present and high 
school days in 1989, it tells the story 
of Louise, a middle-aged, single 
mum, who is stopped in her tracks 
when she receives a Facebook 
friend request from an old school 
friend who disappeared 25 years 
ago and is presumed dead. All the 
adolescent pain of her school days 
and the dark secrets surrounding 
Maria's death come flooding back 
to haunt Louise, who has struggled 
to move on from the events of 
1989 and, more recently, a painful 
divorce. It is an accomplished debut 
novel from author Laura Marshall, 
which not only boasts an engross¬ 
ing storyline, but also perfectly cap¬ 
tures teenage angst and the need 
to be accepted. But even more 
relevant is the book's insight into 
social media, its dangers and how 
much we all leave ourselves open 
online. It by no means reads like a 
first novel and Marshall shows real 
promise to become a firm thriller 
favourite.

Determined to make health ser¬ 
vices in the county accessible for 
everyone, Liz Williams already has 
plans in place to ensure adults with 
learning disabilities have the same 
access as everybody else. 

With more than 10 years’ experi¬ 
ence under her belt in senior lead¬ 
ership, including at the Department 
of Health, she is looking forward 
to supporting people with learning 
disabilities and autism to lead full 
lives of their choice. 

She said: “They are the best group 
of people to work with. 

“And what is really important is 
that we cannot make any decision 
without them or their family.

Earlier this month it was an¬ 
nounced that Oxford Health NHS 
Foundation Trust would be taking 
over the services from Southern 
Health, and Ms Williams will be 
steering the team. 

The trust will now provide sup¬ 
port and services for around 670 
adults in the county with a learning 
disability. 

Staff from Southern Health will 
move across to Oxford Health and 
the services will be run by the staff 
and teams residents know. 

Slade House will be formally 
transferred to the trust this sum¬ 
mer and the plan will be to develop 
it as a key health facility for the city. 

Also transferring to Oxford 
Health is the Evenlode unit, which 
supports people who need to be 
cared for in a secure environment 
and currently has seven patients on 
the 10 bed unit. 


Based at Littlemore Mental Health 
Centre, the service will benefit from 
being overseen by an experienced 
team that already manages medium 
secure forensic patients in adult 
mental health. 

Ms Williams has two main pri¬ 
orities for adults with learning dis¬ 
abilities. 

She said: “There is still this social 
stigma and social inequality that 
we have to dismantle. 

“I want adults with learning dis¬ 
abilities to have a health check with 
their GP every year and to do this 
we need to be going into practices to 
ensure they are accessible for them. 

“They should be able to access 
healthcare from the same services 
just like everybody else. 

“The second thing is mental 
health, and what services and sup¬ 
port we need to be providing to help 
tackle this.”
